It certainly won't hurt thi 
unborn child—that point should b< 
made v ery definitely. Personally J 
am in fav or of it It has a spiritua!

“Delicate Condition’’ 
Especially

Get Teeth Filled 
But to get down to the particular 
questions asked here. Of course the 
teeth should be filled. Your dentist 
can be depended on to advise you 
about that, and he has just as much 
responsibility as your doctor not to 
deal out superstitions in “bits of 
facts.’’ Pregnancy makes inroads 
on the teeth. Consider the old say­ 
ing, “for every child a tooth.” It 
meant that the growing child has 
to have calcium, and Nature takes 
calcium where she can find it. If it 
is not provided in the food, she at­ 
tacks the teeth. Attention to the 
teeth is one of the primary items 
of pre-natal care. 
As to the permanent wave, this is 
a matter that can be left to the dis­ 
cretion. It certainly won’t hurt th* 
unborn child—that point should b« 
made very definitely. Personally I 
am in favor of it. It has a spiritus- 
value; it cheers the expectant moth­ 
er.

of the season. 
Mr. H am lin ta lk ­ 
ed on “Bulbs for the Spring G ar­ 
den’’ and illustrated his ta lk w ith 
slides of pictures in color of h'ls 
own garden in U pper A rlington 
and those of his neighbors, includ­ 
ing th a t of V ictor Ries, whose 
garden adjoins. 
He discussed the choice of bulbs 
for continuous bloom, told of the 
best places to buy healthy bulbs 
of good quality, m entioning th a t 
the em bargo on narcissus bulbs 
from E urope had been raised. He 
said th a t bulbs could be purchased 
as cheaply in 
Holland as in the 
U nited S tates as the grow ers pay 
the express 
and 
the 
duty. 
He 
urges early buying 
and planting 
before the bulbs dry. 
S tressing 
the need for preparing the p lan t 
beds properly, he told in detail of 
the various steps, 
and also spoke 
of 
the 
need 
of 
fertilizing the 
plants as the blossoms appear in 
the early spring. 
He discussed 
the pictures as they w ere shown 
on the screen urging the need for 
proper 
background for beautiful 
bulb gardens. 
Before he opened his talk on 
bulbs he exhibited a specim en and 
told the peculiarities ol the M ari­ 
ju an a plant. 
He said this p a rt of 
the ta lk w as to acquaint the pub­ 
lic w ith the plant so th a t it could 
be detected and destroyed when 
grow ing in fields and vacant city 
lots. He said th a t six acres of the 
plant, which is properly known as 
the M exican Hem p, had been found 
grow ing on the grounds of A ntioch 
College. 
He said that it had been 
planted by persons unknown and 
was found 
by 
chance 
as 
the 
grounds include 600 acres. 
Mr. H am lin said th a t th e plant 
has been found under cultivation 
in Cleveland and Toledo and m any 
northern counties. 
It has come into use as a n a r­ 
cotic during the last eight years 
before th a t being grown for its 
fiber. 
Used by physicians as a 
drug, it has been im properly used 
as a narcotic by persons m ostly 
of high school and college ages.

Society adopted a resolution F ri­ 
day to be subm itted to council 
asking a $20,000 bond issue for an 
addition to B erger H ospital. 
The resolution urges th a t coun­ 
cil “take im m ediate steps look­ 
ing to the passage of a bond issue 
for $20,000 for the purpose of re­ 
modeling and adding to B erger H os­ 
pital that m ore bed capacity m ay 
be had and that b etter m atern ity 
care may be furnished.” 
The resolution explains th a t d u r­ 
ing the last year it has been de­ 
monstrated th a t the present bed 
capacity of the hospital is inad­ 
equate to care for the care of the 
normal sick and injured of the 
community. It points out th a t each 
year since the opening of the hos­ 
pital there has been an increas­ 
ing number of m atern ity cases 
and these have not alw ays had the 
isolation from surgical cases th a t 
should have prevailed. 
Dr. 
D. V. C ourtright, 
p resi­ 
dent of the Medical Society, said 
it was believed a $20,000 bond is­ 
sue would provide sufficient funds 
for an addition for a m aternity 
ward. H ie physicians discussed the 
project w ith an arch itect before 
establishing a figure they believed 
would be sufficient to tak e care 
of the needed addition. 
No U. S. Aid Asked 
The bond issue would cover the 
entire 
am ount of The 
im prove­ 
m ent. No federal aid is available 
for the project, physicians said. 
Berger H ospital, opened in June, 
1930, has had a steady increase in 
business through the years. D ur­ 
ing the first half of 1939 the hos­ 
pital had the la rg e st volume of 
business and collections in its h is­ 
tory. On several occasions this 
year all hospital room s have been 
filled w ith p atients and it w’as ne­ 
cessary to put patien ts on the sun 
porches. 
W hether the bond issue m ust be 
submitted to voters is up to city 
council, 
physicians explained. 
It 
w as doubted if the city could is­ 
sue $20,000 in bonds w ithout a 
vote of the people. C arl C. Leist, 
city solicitor, said a check would 
have to be m ade to determ ine 
the bonded indebtedness of the city 
before he could sta te w iiether a 
vote would be necessary. 
One Issue Refused 
In A ugust, 1938, Circleville vot­ 
ers defated a bond issue for $10,- 
000 for a hospital addition. At th a t 
tim e the estim ated cost of the a d ­ 
dition w'as $18,000, including the 
city's share of $9,900 and the gov­ 
ern m en t’s, $8,100. 
The 
issue w as subm itted 
to 
voters 
w ith 
tw’o 
o th er 
bond 
issues, one for $9,000 for a boule­ 
vard lighting system and the other 
for $12,000 for an addition to the 
city building. C ity officials be­ 
lieved the hospital issue w as de­ 
feated largely due to being sub­ 
mitted w ith the o th er issues,
